Utilitarianism is one of the best elements in building. The 
utilitarian end of our system and the question of beautifi- 
cation are the real problems at this time."

voting to the effort to make Fort Wayne a more sightly 
and a-more healthy city.

Utilitarianism is one of the best elements in building. The 
utilitarian end of our system and the question of beautift- 
cation are the real problems at this time."

voting to the effort to make Fort Wayne a more sightly 
and a^more healthy city. The passing years, with their

AVe first noticed that something was 


wrong during tho afternoon of Thurs- 
day, 
It grew dusky and the air was 


very still. At 5:30 a huge black cloud 
coming from the mountains inland shut 
out our view of the sun entirely. Dust 
began to fall heavily; at 7:30"p. m. it 
was four inches deep and an electric 
light could not be seen at a distance of 
eight- feet by actual measurement. 


During the night several Americans 


of .the town came aboard for refuge—the 
captain, turning his cabin over to the 
ladies'.

The volcanic storm kept up all day 


Friday and on Saturday (.he conditions 
were gtill growing steadily worse. 
The 


dust had changed in color from light 
grey to orange, and sulphur fumes could 
be detected.

everyone,turned to the ship for refuge. 


On account of the inky darkness a 


number became lost and it was neces- 
sary to send out rescue parties after 
them. 
All of this time the dust was 


so thick that it was difficult to breathe 
and to look into it was almost impos- 
sible.

Cumbering fifty, and on Sunday we stood 
down stream from Kodiak. anchoring off 
Woody island.

A funny little man, drawn all with 


black ink, his iach:hish body standing 
club-footed and with arms like. a 
scarecrow—this is the signature or 
"mark" to the first Indian deed re- 
corded ia the state o£ Maine.

deed conveyed land in South Berwick 
on the Piscataqua river, and was made 
in 1643.

; Leavenworth Prison ISSUES Figures Re- 
, 
. garding Its Paroled Man. 


1 Leavenworth, Kan., Sept. 0—Only four 


of 142 prisoners released on parole from 
the federal prison hero in the eighteen 
months the parole law has been in effect 
have violated their terras of freedom, ac- 
cording to figures just issued. 
Three 


of the men h'ave been returned to serve 
their sentences, while the 
fourth

marked on the books as "escaped" and 
is said to be in Canada. 
During the 


eighteen months the parole board denicc" 
application for liberty from 304 prison 
crs. These show that in the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1912, the former con- 
victs earned 831,381.54, an average of 
$565.40. The expense to the government 
in putting the parole law into effect has 
been $2.663.64. This includes the salary 
of the parole officer, who has traveled 
approximately 25,000 miles in visiting 
paroled prisoners. Of the paroled men, 
fifty-two have been granted their final 
discharge and two have died.

Roosevelt uAssails Wilson Platform in 


Grand Forks Address. 


Grand Forks, X. D.. Sept. 6.—"I do not 


jelieve that the Ameruican people will, 
and they ought notto put into power, a 
>arty which enunciates principles which 
must b« immediately repudiated by the 
larty's candidate when he po*s before 
the people." said Col. Roosevelt here to- 
day in speakir.R of the democratic party 
and Woodrow \ViUon. 


The colonel also attacked the political 


leaders who have espoused "progressive" 
principles, but have retained their old 
political connections instead of joining 
the progressive partv. 


Saying that Gov. U'ilson hnd stated 


that the democratic platform was not a 
program, Col. Roosevelt continued: "We 
can get along with a man if he will tell 
what he means to do. The man or the 
party we can't get along with is that 
one which says what His or its principles 
are, and then says what heor it really 
doesn't mean. 


"If thp democratic party's plnnk on 


the tariff says what the party doesn't 
mean, then we can't trust any promise 
it makes on any subject. 
If it does 


mean what it says on the tariff we'll 
have the tariff abolished, not only with 
Canada, hut with every other country. 
You are opposed to Canadian reciprocity 
in this state, and on thU point alone you 
should be with the progressives.
